M eany Blasts Ford's Policies

WASHINGTON (AP) - Cong ress is 
ex p ected to kill President Ford’s p lan 
to end oil p rice controls following the 
President’s veto of a bill that would 
have added more of those controls. 
The House, which is unlikely to 
p roduce the tw o-thirds m ajo rity 
needed to override Ford’s veto, was 
ex p ected today to muster the simp le 
m ajority needed to reject the adminis­ 
tration’s p lan to p hase out p rice 
controls on U.S. oil over a 30-month 
p eriod. 
Ford’s p lan g oes into effect unless a 
m ajority vote of either the House or 
the Senate rejects the President’s 
p rog ram . 
Under the adm inistration’s p lan, old 
oil — the 60 p er cent of U.S. oil that now 
has a p rice ceiling of $5.25 a barrel — 
would g radually be allowed to rise in 
p rice until the end of the 30-month 
p eriod. Then it would be free of con­ 
trols and sold at world p rices, which 
now are around $13 a barrel. 
The Ford administration claim s the 
President’s p lan would p roduce a 7- 
cent-a-g allon boost in g asoline p rices 
by the end of 1977. However, some 
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Democratic critics arg ue 
would be 15 cents a g allon.

The U.S. oil that now has no p rice 
controls, so-called “new oil,” would 
have come under an $11.25 ceiling in 
the bill that Ford vetoed Monday . 
Ford said he vetoed the m easure 
because it failed to encourag e g reater 
U.S. oil p roduction and thus en­ 
courag ed U.S. reliance on imp orted 
oil.

Price Data Shows 
Doubled Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sharply 
higher prices for food and gasoline 
pushed the nation’s Consumer Price 
Index up eight-tenths of one per cent in 
June, double the May increase and the 
highest monthly jump in consumer 
prices since last September, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
Food prices increased 1.5 per cent in 
June, the largest increase since last 
September when the increase was 1.6 
per cent, and the price of food in 
grocery stores rose 1.9 per cent, the 
department said. 
Among increases, meat prices were 
reported up 5.8 per cent and prices of 
fruits and vegetables rose 2.4 per cent. 
The price of gasoline was listed as up 
three per cent to an average of nearly 
57 cents a gallon for regular and 60 
cents a gallon for premium, compared 
to 55 cents for regular in May and 59 
cents for premium. Gasoline prices 
have risen even further since in­ 
formation was gathered for the June 
price index. 
Meanwhile, the Labor Department 
said the real spendable earnings of 
workers declined an average four- 
tenths of one per cent in June com­ 
pared with a 4.7 per cent increase in 
May. 
For the 
year, the 
Labor 
Department said real earnings of 
workers were down by fourtenths of a 
per cent. 
The May report showed prices in­ 
creasing at an annual rate of about 5 
per cent, and the Ford administration 
believes that will be about the low 
range for inflation this year. 
Not even the most optimistic of 
administration economists predicts an 
inflation rate of below 5 per cent, and 
some economic experts, such as 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon, 
predict that consumer prices will show 
some increase over present levels as 
the economy begins to recover from 
the recession. 
The Ford administration maintains 
that its energy program yill add about 
2 per cent to the Consumer Price Index 
if and when the program is fully en­ 
forced.

Sadat also is expected to announce in 
the speech whether the U.S.-led efforts 
to agree on a second withdrawal from 
Sinai have succeeded. 
The U.N. appeal, adopted 13 to 0 
Monday night, was that Sadat 
“reconsider the attitude of Egypt” on 
extension of the mandate on grounds it 
would help create “an atmosphere

to

toward 
agreement on a just and lasting 
peace.” 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy had notified the United Nations 
a week ago that Egypt did not consent 
to an extension because Israel was 
misusing the 3,919-man force to per­ 


petuate the occupation of Arab lands 
and the state of “no war, no peace.” 
However, Egypt’s ambassador at 
the United Nations, A. Esmat Abdel 
Meguid, said of the latest resolution, “I 
think this is a gesture of good will and I 
hope it will bring peace and stability in 
the area.” 
On Monday, Israeli government 
sources in Jerusalem said that Egypt 
and Israel were “getting close” to an 
accord on further Israeli troop with­ 
drawals in Sinai that could lead to an 
interim peace pact. 
In Washington, Israeli Ambssador 
Simcha Dinitz said Israel’s latest 
proposal to Egypt calls for increased 
U.S. surveillance of Sinai, return of the 
Abu Rudeis oilfield to Egypt and 
maintenance of the U.N. peace force 
for “several years.” 
He stressed that American troops 
would not be used for expanded U.S. 
surveillance. “Never soldiers, because 
the defense of Israel will continue to be 
in the hands of Israeli soldiers,” the 
envoy said in a television interview.

Preliminary figures 
for 1974 point to a full-year increase of 
17 per cent in the nation’s crime rate, 
based on the number of crimes 
reported to state and local law en­ 
forcement agencies in more than 7,000 
jurisdictions.

Olson’s death. 
The family prev iously had 
an­ 
nounced plans to file suit against the 
CIA for sev eral million dollars. 
Howev er, Nils Olson said there now is 
a good chance the suit will not be filed. 
“ We’ll hav e to see how it goes,” he 
added. 
Nils Olson said the family had three 
concerns — that they hav e full access 
to any data av ailable on the case, that 
they receiv e an apology and that they 
get some sort of financial settlement 
from the CIA. 
Ford promised to make av ailable 
information on the case and said he 
had asked the attorney general to meet 
with the Olsons’ legal representativ es 
“ to discuss the claims they wish to 
assert against the CIA by reason of Dr.

L a k e s S h ip p in g 
Boom E x p e c te d 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Within 
the next half century, the Great Lakes 
freight fleet may climb to 175 ships 
carrying 315 million tons of cargo a 
year, some of it in vessels 1,300 feet 
long, an expert says. 
And John 0. Greenwood, an 
executive with the marine division of 
Pickands Mather & Co., says current 
plans for ship construction already are 
inadequate. 
The dramatic upsurge in shipping he 
foresees will stem from the com­ 
bination of increased demand for 
western coal and increased production 
of taconite pellets, the form into which 
the low-content iron ore is shaped for 
ease of shipment and storage, 
Greenwood predicted. 
And it is “quite possible,” he said, 
“that by the year 2000 we will see 
plying the upper Great Lakes vessels 
of the 1,300 feet by 140 feet class, 
capable of 125,000 gross tons per trip or 
more.” 
Greenwood said that based on the 
past five years, about 40 ships with a 
capacity of 16 million gross tons a year 
will be taken out of Great Lakes ship­ 
ping by 1980. 
“All the new shipbuilding under way 
or planned will not make up for this 
loss,” Greenwood said in a recent 
interview. 
He said the coal shipment increase 
will begin in 1977 at Superior, Wis. and 
Thunder Bay, Ont. 
That, combined with increased 
shipments from pellet producers, will 
boost cargo by 38 million tons by 1980, 
he estimated. 
By 1995, he said, the U.S. dry bulk 
fleet on the lakes should total 146 
vessels, 113 of them self-unloaders and 
IO in the largest size range, that of 861 
to 1,000 feet in length. In all, they will 
carry 229 million net tons of cargo 
annually by then, he said. 
Movement already is under way to 
build the large vessels and to improve 
waterways and harbor facilities to 
permit their use. 
And by 2020, the fleet will have 
grown to 175 vessels carrying 315 
million tons of cargo annually, 
Greenwood predicted. He said 161 of 
them would be self-unloaders and 29 
would be of the 861-to 1,000-foot size. 
The current fleet includes only two 
self-unloaders of that size, he said. 


Meshel, the chief sponsor of the bill 
Democrats approved without GOP 
support, referred to the proposed use 
of the existing Ohio Development 
Center— a nine-member group named 
by former Democratic Gov. John J. 
Gilligan—as the state’s prime energy 
agency. 
Meshel’s bill would expand mem­ 
bership on the board from nine to 15, 
adding four members of the legislature 
and two other state officials. Rhodes 
would not have a chance to name new 
members until the staggered terms of 
Gilligan appointees expire. The newly- 
named Ohio Energy Resources and 
Development Agency would not be 
dominated by Rhodes appointees until 
1976, Meshel said. 


The senator said Democrats believe 
it may be possible to override the veto, 
but that it will depend on whether some 
Republcans “feel that we really need 
to do something about the energy 
problem.” 
If they refuse to help,they will have 
to explain their actions to their con­ 
stituents, he said. 
Meanwhile, Democrats in the House 
said they would attempt Wednesday to 
override nine line-item vetoes the 
Republican governor applied to the 
state’s $10 .6 billion budget bill. 
They said they expect to get GOP 
help on at least some issues 
Republicans supported originally, 
including one that froze fees at the 
state universities, rejected by Rhodes. 
At its Monday night floor session, the 
Senate approved 24-6 a House bill 
setting a hunting season for fox—from 
Nov. 15 to March I—and consented 30-0 
to a House proposal requiring in­ 
surance companies to offer conversion 
privileges so that a person under a 
group plan could change to individual 
coverage at his request. 
Approved by the Senate and sent to 
the House were measures that man­ 
date free restroom facilities in 
locations where pay facilities are pro­ 
vided, and permitting boards of health 
to purchase liability insurance for 
employes.

The Joint Select Committee on 
Energy voted favorably by a vote of 10- 
6 on its interim report on the automatic 
fuel adjustment clause this week. 
The accepted report made several 
recommendations, including: 
Placing tighter restrictions and 
controls on the automatic fuel ad­ 
justment clause by recommending 
that the PUCO monitor increased 
costs. 
The report suggests that the PUCO 
establish a state-wide fuel index no 
later than September 15, 1975. The 
proposed index should reflect a norm 
by which utilities purchase their fuel. 
Any utilities whose rates do not stay 
below the index would have to come 
before the PUCO for a hearing in order 
to explain the reasoning for the in­ 
crease. 
The interim report also recommends 
a greater disclosure of data by the 
utilities to the PUCO and the public, in 
order that the PUCO can more ef­ 
fectively monitor the automatic fuel 
adjustment clause. 
The report further recommends a 
yearly review with the utility com­ 
panies to evaluate coal contracts, 
general fuel procurement practices, 
and evaluation of the best rate 
formula. After this review with the 7 
electric utilities, the PUCO would be 
required to summarize and report its 
findings to the General Assembly. 
The Interim report reflects con­ 
sideration of extensive testim ony 
before the committee as well as staff 
research. The witnesses were selected 
to represent all sides of the issue of the 
Automatic Fuel Adjustment Clause 
and included consumers, electric 
u tilities, 
fuel 
suppliers 
and 
representatives of Federal and State 
Government. The Joint Select Com­ 
mittee on Energy should be com­ 
mended 
for 
its 
comprehensive 
proposed solutions to a crucial energy 
issue. Their efforts represent a 
positive re-action to an existing 
economic problem. 
On Tuesday, the Senate voted 25-6 in 
favor of a House passed bill which 
limits interest on loans by state 
chartered financial insitutions. If 
enacted, 
the 
legislation 
would 
establish a floating maximum interest 
rate of 3 per cent above the current 
Federal Reserve discount rate of 6 per 
cent. 
A major change in the bill was made 
in the Senate. A Senate amendment 
was added which would allow lending 
institutions to charge up to a 1 per cent 
penalty on the original principal on a 
home loan If the homeowner prepays 
or refinances the loan less than 5 years 


after it is made. 
The bill must now be sent back to the 
House for concurrence in Senate 
amendments. 
After a com plicated legislative 
revamping, the Senate also took action 
on H.B. 682, the Malpractice BUI. 
Several amendments were added to 
the bUl, which will now be sent back to 
the House for approval. 


The House voted favorably on a biU 
which would broaden present law 
relative to the establishment of health 
maintenance organizations on a non­ 
profit or profit basis. The major intent 
of the legislation is to encourage 
economical, pre-paid health main­ 
tenance plans in the State. The basic 
services to be provided under the HMO 
include: 
Physicians services - in-patient

The House Judiciary Committee

restricting the right of defense at­ 
torneys to cross-examine rape victims 
about their previous sexual ex­ 
periences. Under the provisions of the 
bill, such questions could be asked only 
with prior approval of the presiding 
Judge. 
Several new amendments were 
added in Committee. One important 
amendment provided rape victims the 
right to have their own counsel present 
during a rape trial and free counsel for 
indigent rape victims. 
A floor vote on S.B. 144 is anticipated 
in the next few weeks.

SHELTON, Conn. (A P) — Employes 
at the four remaining Connecticut 
plants of the financially-plagued 
Sponge Rubber Products Co. were laid 
off indefinitely Monday.

State 's Law yers Doing W ell 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio 
lawyers on the average charge a lower 
hourly rate than lawyers in most 
states, but still manage to earn a net 
income averaging more than $43,000 a 
year, a study of law firm economics 
shows. 
The national study, conducted by a 
Pennsylvania management consultant 
firm , pegs the average rate for a 
lawyer in Ohio at $42 an hour, near the 
bottom of the comparison table given. 
But, the average net income for 
experienced Ohio lawyers is in the 
middle range at $43,716. The study 
gives Canada a low figure of $38,570 
and California the high of $50,837. 
The study was made by Altman & 
W eil 
Inc. 
of Ardm ore, 
Pa., 
a 
management firm specializing in law 
offices. 
The report itself is closely guarded, 
with distribution limited to com­ 
mercial law firms. Copies reportedly 


are marked with warnings against dis­ 
closing its contents. 
The Ohio Supreme Court law library 
said it did not have a copy. The Ohio 
Bar Association said it not only did not 
have a copy, it would not be allowed to 
buy one. 


But, the firm does release a short 
summary of the contents for use within 
the legal profession giving a synopsis 
of the national figures and some state 
comparisons. 


The $42 an hour rate for Ohio ties 
with the hourly rate in the Southwest 
as lowest, the report said. Other states 
in the Midwest charge an average of 
$46 an hour, while firms in the Nor­ 
theast 
charge 
$48 an 
hour 
and 
California lawyers charge an average 
of $55 an hour. 
Of the gross fees nationally, between 
30 and 47 per cent went for overhead, 
law yers in small cities generally kept 


only 53 per cent of their fee in net in­ 
come, while lawyers in cities of 500,000 
to one million in population kept 70 per 
cent. 


Lawyers fresh from law school were 
offered an averge of $15,000 a year for 
their services, the study said. Of 318 of­ 
fers studied, 6 per cent were under 
$10,000 and 12 per cent were over 
$17,500. 
The study said associate lawyers, 
lawyers employed by a firm but not yet 
a partner, lid a median net income of 
$19,000, while full partners or share­ 
holders received a median income of 
$54,200 nationally.

The interim report also recommends 
a greater disclosure of data by the 
utilities to the PUCO and the public, in 
order that the PUCO can more ef­ 
fectively monitor the automatic fuel 
adjustment clause. 
The report further recommends a 
yearly review with the utility com­ 
panies to evaluate coal contracts, 
general fuel procurement practices, 
and evaluation of the best rate 
formula. After this review with the 7 
electric utilities, the PUCO would be 
required to summarize and report its 
findings to the General Assembly. 
The Interim report reflects con­ 
sideration of extensive testimony 
before the committee as well as staff 
research. The witnesses were selected 
to represent all sides of the issue of the 
Automatic Fuel Adjustment Clause 
and included consumers, electric 
utilities, 
fuel 
suppliers 
and 
representatives of Federal and State 
Government. The Joint Select Com­ 
mittee on Energy should be com­ 
mended 
for 
its 
comprehensive 
proposed solutions to a crucial energy 
issue. Their efforts represent a 
positive re-action to an existing 
economic problem. 
On Tuesday, the Senate voted 25-8 in 
favor of a House passed bill which 
limits interest on loans by state 
chartered financial insitutions. If 
enacted, 
the 
legislation 
would 
establish a floating maximum interest 
rate of 3 per cent above the current 
Federal Reserve discount rate of 6 per 
cent. 
A major change in the bill was made 
in the Senate. A Senate amendment 
was added which would allow lending 
institutions to charge up to a I per cent 
penalty on the original principal on a 
home loan if the homeowner prepays 
or refinances the loan less than 5 years 


after it is made. 
The bill must now be sent back to the 
House for concurrence in Senate 
amendments. 
After a complicated legislative 
revamping, the Senate also took action 
on H.B. 682, the Malpractice BOI. 
Several amendments were added to 
the bill, which will now be sent back to 
the House for approval. 


The House voted favorably on a bill 
which would broaden present law 
relative to the establishment of health 
maintenance organizations on a non­ 
profit or profit basis. The major intent 
of the legislation is to encourage 
economical, pre-paid health main­ 
tenance plans in the State. The basic 
services to be provided under the HMO 
include: 
Physicians services - in-patient 
hospital services • out-patient medical 
services - emergency health services -

requirements for state certification of

The legislation also man­ 
dates that the premium rates be fair 
and reasonable. The bill provides the 
option of obtaining all-inclusive 
medical coverage on an individual as 
well as group basis. 


The House Judiciary Committee 
unanimously recommended S.B. 144, 
the rape bill,

legislation is designed to protect the 
privacy 
of 
the 
rape 
victim 
by 
restricting the right of defense at­ 
torneys to cross-examine rape victims 
about their previous sexual ex­ 
periences. Under the provisions of the 
bill, such questions could be asked only 
with prior approval of the presiding 
Judge. 
Several new amendments were 
added in Committee. One important 
amendment provided rape victims the 
right to have their own counsel present 
during a rape trial and free counsel for 
indigent rape victims. 
A floor vote on S.B. 144 is anticipated 
in the next few weeks. 


Next week, the House plans to 
closely analyze the Governor’s line 
item vetos in the biennium budget bill, 
which cut back on already frugal 
appropriations.

SHELTON, Conn. (AP) - Employes 
at the four remaining Connecticut 
plants of the financially-plagued 
Sponge Rubber Products Co. were laid 
off indefinitely Monday. 
The company lost its largest plant in 
Shelton in an arson explosion March I. 
About 540 workers at the four plants 
were issued their last paychecks 
Monday by supervisory personnel 
when they reported for work. Another 
300 lost their jobs after the main plant 
was destroyed. 
Most of the workers went im­ 
mediately to file for unemployment 
compensation. 
Company officials decided last 
Friday to close the Derby plant and not 
to reopen three others in Shelton, 
which were closed the past two weeks 
during vacations. 
Derby Mayor Eugene Micci said the 
shutdowns were “disastrous.” He said 
the new layoffs would aggravate the 
high unemployment rate in the area 
which will now approach 20 per cent, 
according to the state Labor Depart­ 
ment. 
Ten men, including Charles D. 
Moeller, 
of 
Cridersville, 
Ohio, 
president of Sponge Rubber’s parent 
firms, have been indicted by a federal 
grand jury on arson and conspiracy 
charges in the bombing of the $10 
million plant. 
As of Monday night, there was no 
offer to purchase the company 
although Sponge Rubber’s major 
creditors met with a prospective buyer 
in New York City. 
Sponge Rubber borrowed $8 million 
three months ago from two companies 
and was operating under court control 
when it filed for reorganization under 
chapter ll of the federal bankruptcy 
laws. Both lenders have attached liens 
on the company and have refused to 
give further aid.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
lawyers on the average charge a lower 
hourly rate than lawyers in most 
states, but still manage to earn a net 
income averaging more than $43,000 a 
year, a study of law firm economics 
shows. 
The national study, conducted by a 
Pennsylvania management consultant 
firm, pegs the average rate for a 
lawyer in Ohio at $42 an hour, near the 
bottom of the comparison table given. 
But, the average net income for 
experienced Ohio lawyers is in the 
middle range at $43,716. The study 
gives Canada a low figure of $38,570 
and California the high of $50,837. 
The study was made by Altman & 
Weil Inc. of Ardmore, Pa., 
a 
management firm specializing in law 
offices. 
The report itself is closely guarded, 
with distribution limited to com­ 
mercial law firms. Copies reportedly 


are marked with warnings against dis­ 
closing its contents. 
The Ohio Supreme Court law library 
said it did not have a copy. The Ohio 
Bar Association said it not only did not 
have a copy, it would not be avowed to 
buy one. 


But, the firm does release a short 
summary of the contents for use within 
the legal profession giving a synopsis 
of the national figures and some state 
comparisons. 


The $42 an hour rate for Ohio ties 
with the hourly rate in the Southwest 
as lowest, the report said. Other states 
in the Midwest charge an average of 
$46 an hour, while firms in the Nor­ 
theast 
charge 
$48 an 
hour 
and 
California lawyers charge an average 
of $55 an hour. 
Of the gross fees nationally, between 
30 and 47 per cent went for overhead, 
lawyers in small cities generally kept 


only 53 per cent of their fee in net in­ 
come, while lawyers in cities of 500,000 
to one million in population kept 70 per 
cent. 


Lawyers fresh from law school were 
offered an averge of $15,000 a year for 
their services, the study said. Of 318 of­ 
fers studied, 6 per cent were under 
$10,000 and 12 per cent were over 
$17,500. 
Tile study said associate lawyers, 
lawyers employed by a firm but not yet 
a partner, had a median net income of 
$19,000, while full partners or share­ 
holders received a median income of 
$54,200 nationally.

NEW YORK (AP) — A rationale for 
forecasting an upturn in the economy 
is contained in the soaring personal 
income and personal savings figures 
for June, although you’ll still find 
many people with a “ show me” at­ 
titude. 
Spurred by lower income tax 
withholding and by tax rebates, both 
figures indicate that consumers now 
are in a position to go out and buy 
houses and cars and other big ticket 
items. 
Disposable personal income — after 
tax income — jumped $63.3 billion in 
the second quarter, or nearly 10 times 
the increase that had occurred during 
the first three months of the year. 
Savings soared to an annual rate of 
$114.6 billion, which meant consumers 
were able to put away an astounding 
10.6 per cent of their disposable in­ 
come. It was the highest savings rate 
in 29 years. 
A perspective on that level of 
savings is obtained by comparing it 
with the rate for other years. During 
the past 25 years, for instance, the U.S. 
rate has ranged between 4.9 per cent 
and 8.1 per cent. 
In the view of many economists, 
including some in Washington, the 
high level of savings means that the 
consumer is poised for a buying 
assault that soon will bring the range 
back to “ normal” levels. 
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Others point out, however, that the 
figures also mean the consumer hasn’t 
been buying, although he is in a 
position to do so. Houses, autos and 
many retail items remain unsold. 
The truth is that nobody can say with 
certainty just what a high level of 
savings means. Only a study of con­ 
sumer psychology, of the mental dis­ 
position of consumers, gives even a 
hint. 
As the dean of consumer psy­ 
chologists, George Katona, observes, a 
buying situation is created only when 
consumers have both the ability and 
the willingness to spend. It isn’t 
enough to have money; you must have 
the mood too. 


The mood of many Americans is one 
of insecurity, it seems safe to say. The 
jobless rate is extremely high. In­ 
flation, while coming under better 
control, is still a menace in the minds 
of most people. 


To some observers, therefore, the 
high rate of savings is a measure of 
insecurity rather than a simple 
mechanical indicator of ability to buy. 
People could be saving for a rainy day 
instead of a buying binge. 


In the past, a low level of personal 
savings often meant that people were 
taking a chance on the future, that they 
were optimistic about raises, that they 
felt financially secure. They were 
willing to commit themselves. 
The current, extraordinarily high 
rate for the United States bears close 
watching over the next month or two. 
If it remains high it could mean that a 
high level of insecurity has developed 
in the country. 


And if this is so, those optimistic 
forecasts for rebounds in housing and 
autos, which most economists feel are 
necessary for the ascent out of 
recession, might be a long time in 
being fulfilled.

In one of its more interesting 
decisions of this year’s term, 
the United States Supreme 
Court upheld the right of an 
accused to act as his own 
counsel if he chooses.

That right is not explicitly 
mentioned in the Constitution 
or its amendments, but it is 
implied in the basic rules 
under which 
free societies 
operate. Unless one buys the 
argument that governments 


have a right to oversee all the 
activities of their citizens, 
even when they do not infringe 
on the rights of others, the 
right of each individual to 
accept basic responsibilities 
for his own welfare and reap 
the rewards or

penalties resulting from them 
is one of the unwritten laws. 
The Court did not say it was 
wise, nor recommended for an 
individual to defend himself 
before a court of law.

Spurred by lower income tax 
withholding and by tax rebates, both 
figures indicate that consumers now 
are in a position to go out and buy 
houses and cars and other big ticket 
items. 
Disposable personal income — after 
tax income — jumped $63.3 billion in 
the second quarter, or nearly IO times 
the increase that had occurred during 
the first three months of the year. 
Savings soared to an annual rate of 
$114.6 billion, which meant consumers 
were able to put away an astounding 
10.6 per cent of their disposable in­ 
come. It was the highest savings rate 
in 29 years. 
A perspective on that level of 
savings is obtained by comparing it 
with the rate for other years. During 
the past 25 years, for instance, the U.S. 
rate has ranged between 4.9 per cent 
and 8.1 per cent. 
In the view of many economists, 
including some in Washington, the 
high level of savings means that the 
consumer is poised for a buying 
assault that soon will bring the range 
back to “normal” levels. 
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Others point out, however, that the 
figures also mean the consumer hasn’t 
been buying, although he is in a 
position to do so. Houses, autos and 
many retail items remain unsold. 
The truth is that nobody can say with 
certainty just what a high level of 
savings means. Only a study of con­ 
sumer psychology, of the mental dis­ 
position of consumers, gives even a 
hint. 
As the dean of consumer psy­ 
chologists, George Ka to na, observes, a 
buying situation is created only when 
consumers have both the ability and 
the willingness to spend. It isn’t 
enough to have money; you must have 
the mood too. 
The mood of many Americans is one 
of insecurity, it seems safe to say. The 
jobless rate is extremely high. In­ 
flation, while coming under better 
control, is still a menace in the minds 
of most people. 
To some observers, therefore, the 
high rate of savings is a measure of 
insecurity rather than a simple 
mechanical indicator of ability to buy. 
People could be saving for a rainy day 
instead of a buying binge. 
In the past, a low level of personal 
savings often meant that people were 
taking a chance on the future, that they 
were optimistic about raises, that they 
felt financially secure. They were 
willing to commit themselves. 
The current, extraordinarily high 
rate for the United States bears close 
watching over the next month or two. 
If it remains high it could mean that a 
high level of insecurity has developed 
in the country. 


And if this is so, those optimistic 
forecasts for rebounds in housing and 
autos, which most economists feel are 
necessary for the ascent out of 
recession, might be a long time in 
being fulfilled.

O il Threatens Florida Keys; 
Dumping Ship Not Identified 
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MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Thick, sticky 
oil is lapping at beaches in the Florida 
Keys. But the ship that dumped it 
probably will escape undetected, a 
Coast Guard environmental officer 
says. 
“From past experience, I would say 
the chances are very small that we’ll 
catch whoever did it,” Lt. Cmdr. 
George Davis. “It’s fair to say that 
whoever dumped it is halfway to 
Norfolk, Va., or the Panama Canal by 
now.” 
Crews stood by to shovel up the 
unrefined crude oil in case the isolated 
bubbles of oil already washed up in­ 
creased on today’s tides to a wave of 
oil, Davis said. 
“There’s not much chance of it 
hurting or killing anyone,” he said. 
“Some of this stuff is so thick that 
birds could land on it.” 
There were no reports of boating 
mishaps or wildlife kills due to the 


slick. “Mostly, this thing will just 
cause a lot of inconvenience,” Davis 
said. 


The slick hovered along 40 miles of 
beaches in the resort island chain late 
Sunday, from Marathon, about mid­ 
way in the chain, to the southern tip 
and 60 miles into open sea to the south 
and west of Key West, officers said. 
“I’d say we’ve got about 40,000 to 
60,000 gallons of oil out there, whiclrin 
oil spill language is not that much,” 
Davis said. 


He said the Miami Coast Guard 
station had requested additional 
personnel and 6,000 feet of oil boom, to 
be used as a kind of floating fence to 
help contain the oil if it drifts into 
sheltered waters. 
Though first reports of the spill were 
made public Sunday afternoon, Davis 
said he learned the slick was near the 
Keys at about midnight Saturday.

America’s Founding Fathers never 
envisioned today’s giant federal 
government with its all-powerful and 
pervasive 
regulatory 
agencies 
reaching 
into 
virtually 
every 
American business, farm and home. 
Those who drafted our Constitution 
were suspicious of big government. 
They wanted to avoid a large federal 
government, and they were right. 
However, during nearly two cen­ 
turies of history—and particularly the 
last 50 years or so—we Americans 
have allowed our federal government 
to grow like topsy and our successful 
combination of free enterprise and 
personal initiative to be strangled in a 
maze of ill-conceived and unworkable 
federal regulations. 
President Ford’s recent promise to 
release small business from the 
“shackles of federal red tape” and 
unfair regulations expressed the 
sentiment of Congress as well. 
The President’s meeting with 
Congressmen and with Commissioners 
of IO independent regulatory agencies 
underline the current mood to turn 
things around and finally check that 
phenominal growth of the federal 
bureaucracy, which has led to massive 
over-regulation of business and 
widespread violations of individual 
rights of privacy. 
Excessive government regulations 
have unquestionably been a big factor 
in our present economic situation. 
Regulation of private enterprise so 
effectively hamstrings American 
business that it eventually costs 
consumers about $130 billion a year, or 
$2,000 per family. 
Private business spends some $18 
billion just on paperwork demanded by 
the federal government—and at a cost 
to government itself of $18 billion. 
Simply put, we have more govern­ 
ment than we need, and more than 
most people want. American tax­ 
payers pay an enormous cost to keep 
the more than 63,000 employees on the 
job in regulatory agencies. In fact, 
government today is the nation’s 
largest employer, with one out of every 
six working Americans employed by 
federal, state or local governments. 
We can all share in the blame for

allowing regulatory agencies to grow 
in numbers and power. While usually 
well-intentioned and often responding 
to public demand, Presidential ad­ 
ministrations have proposed and 
Congresses have for years approved 
regulatory legislation to protect every 
right and anticipate every threat. 
The job of interpreting and ad­ 
ministering what Congress approves 
has been dropped in the laps of un­ 
elected bureaucrats in regulatory 
agencies. Armed with broad guidelines 
and little or no Congressional over­ 
sight, many of these officials rule their 
agencies by arbitrary edicts, often 
with disasterous results. 
These regulatory agencies have 
demonstrated a remarkable ability to 
chum out regulations. Last year, it 
required well over 45,000 pages in the 
Federal Register just to publish the 
decrees and edicts from bureaucratic 
Washington. 
As 
federal 
regulations 
have 
multiplied, they have also become all- 
encompassing in scope. Whereas most 
regulations once focused on regulating 
a specific industry like railroads, 
television stations, etc., recent 
regulatory efforts cut across almost 
every branch of private industry. For 
example, environmental controls 
apply to 
all 
companies, 
as 
do 
requirements concerning job safety 
and occupational health. 
Hordes of federal insepctors descend 
on businessmen and farmers to make 
sure they are operating according to 
federal dictate. They take a punitive 
approach to compliance with federal 
regulations, which spell disaster for 
many businesses and farm operations. 
The greatest danger posed by this 
excessive 
regulation 
is 
our 
overreliance on government, which 
erodes 
personal 
and 
economic 
freedom. All of us must resist the 
tendency developed in recent years to 
look to the federal government for 
solutions 
to 
all 
of the 
nation’s 
problems. 
The framers of our Constitution, in, 
their wisdom, intended that there 
should be three branches of govern­ 
ment.

“ The only flaw the Pirates have is 
defense,” said Morgan, who had three 
singles, walked twice, batted in two 
and scored one in the game. “ And they 
seem to overcome the (loose) defense 
with their hitting.” 
Morgan said that Pittsburgh has 
good pitching, contrary to thinking in 
many quarters. 
“ It is going to take a super effort to 
catch them (the Pirates),” Morgan 
predicted. “ Maybe if somebody gets 
close and applies pressure.

As for the West, where the Reds are 
a runaway first over the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, Morgan emphasizes that 
Cincinnati can’t afford to let up, get 
over confident.

“ I like both of them,” Anderson said 
when asked which he’d like to play, 
Pittsburgh or Philadelphia. “ I like 
(Danny) Murtaugh (Pittsburgh man­ 
ager) and (Danny) Ozark (Phillies 
skipper).

Settlem ent

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. 
(AP) - 
Nearly two months of testimony have 
been concluded on the trial of the 
National Football League’s Rozelle 
Rule, but there’s no prospect for a 
quick end to what has become a fes­ 
tering sore to the NFL Players 
Association, league officials and club 
owners. 
It may take another three years for a 
final verdict, in the view of U.S. 
District Judge Earl R. Larson. He said 
in an interview he doesn’t expect to 
hand down a verdict until late this 
year. 
An appeal is almost automatic, no 
matter which way he rules, meaning 
the case would head for the U.S. Court 
of Appeals before possibly reaching 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The class-action suit was filed on 
behalf of all players in 1972 but was 
reduced to 15 plaintiffs as the case 
began before Larson last February.

Bye Equal 
Sports Rights 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- Most 
university athletic departments, some 
reluctantly, began facing the reality 
today that women will have to have 
equal opportunity to participate in 
their sports programs. 
Congress enacted Title IX of the 
Omnibus Education Act three years 
ago banning sex discrimination in 
schools receiving federal funds. But 
the regulations implementing the 
legislation did not become effective 
until Monday, after much wrangling in 
Congress. 
The 
regulations prohibit 
dis­ 
crimination on the basis of sex in 16,000 
school districts and 2, 700 institutions 
of higher education and educational 
association. 
They apply to a wide variety of 
educational areas such as 
re­ 
cruitment, hiring, admissions and 
scholarships, but the section on 
athletics was the most controversial 
and brought the most discussion. 
The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and its member schools 
have claimed that no one is opposed to 
equal opportunity for women in sports 
but they believe it means “equal ex­ 
penditures.” The Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, which 
wrote the guidelines, denies this. 
Efforts to block the legislation were 
defeated in the House and Senate last 
week, but the NCAA says it will pursue 
passage of an amendment to the law 
which, in effect, would exempt money- 
producing sports such as football and 
basketball. 
Under the amendment, money 
produced by football and basketball 
would first be spent on those sports and 
what remained could then be used for 
the rest of the athletic program. 
“We feel that this is not only a very 
desirable but necessary amendment,” 
said Thomas Hanson, assistant NCAA 
executive director, by telephone from 
Kansas City.

Views On Television Nubbin 


NEW YORK (AP) - CBS 
News chief Richard S. Salant 
says CBS live coverage of 
President Ford’s future news 
conferences is in doubt for the 
time being. The reason: An 
“equal time” question. 


It was raised by CBS after 
Ford’s early announcement 
this month that he’ll seek 
another term in 1976. It in­ 
volves the Federal Com­ 
munications 
Commission’s 
“ equal 
tim e” 
law 
on 
broadcast 
coverage 
of 
political candidates. 
According to the FCC, CBS 
last week asked the agency to 
reverse a 1964 ruling and ex­ 
empt 
live 
coverage

law. 
CBS contends that any 
legally-qualified Republican 
candidate opposing Ford for 
the presidency might now be 
able to demand equal time on 
the air within seven days of 
live broadcasts of a Ford 
news conference. 
There aren’t any such 
candidates now, but CBS 
notes that several have been 
mentioned as getting ready to 
enter the GOP ring, among 
them former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
Milt 
Gross,

FCC 
specialist 
on 
political 
broadcast laws, says legally- 
q u a lifie d 
D em o cra tic 
presid en tial candidates 
currently can’t demand equal 
time because they’re consid­ 
ered competing only among 
themselves now. 
“Between now and the pri­ 


mary elections and the 
(Democratic) party con­ 
vention next year, only the 
Republicans would have the 
right to ask for equal time 
against President Ford,” he 
said. 
The issue has lain dormant 
since 1964. That year, after a 
CBS query, the FCC ruled 34 
days before the November 
elections that live coverage of 
presidential 
news 
con­ 
ferences (President Johnson 
was seeking re-election then) 
wasn’t exempt from equal 
time demands. 
Goss said the issue didn’t 
come up in 1968 because 
Johnson wasn’t seeking re­ 
election. Nor, he said, did it 
come up in June 1972, when 
President Nixon, having 
become a declared candidate 
six months earlier, held his 
first televised news con­ 
ference in more than a year. 
He said now that CBS has 
petitioned the FCC on the 
matter, “the commission will 
review our 1964 decision and 
see if we should change it or 
not.” He said he didn’t know 
when a ruling would come. 
Salant said the equal time 
question is acute because 
Ford has promised to hold an 
average of one news con­ 
ference a month. He was 
asked if CBS will stop its live 
coverage 
until an FCC 
decision. 
“I can’t answer that,” he 
said. “I don’t want to decide 
that until it stares me in the 
face.” He later was asked if 
CBS’ live coverage of Ford’s 
news conferences is in doubt 
until an FCC ruling.

Continue Journey 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (A P) - 
While the Soyuz cosmonauts celebrate 
their 
safe 
return 
to 
earth, 
the 
American astronauts of Apollo conduct 
experiments today and look ahead to 
their own splashdown parties after 
their homecoming Thursday. 


The Soyuz crew returned to earth 
Monday after six days in orbit, two of 
which were flown in tandem with 
Apollo. 


Astronauts Thomas P. 
Stafford, 
Vance D. Brand and Donald K. Slayton 
are staying up an extra three days, 
taking advantage of their ship’s longer 
orbit capability to obtain scientific 
data. 
Cosmonauts Alexei Leonov and 
Valeri Kubasov came home tired but 
in excellent physical condition after 
completing their phase of the in­ 
ternational flight which could open an 
era of space cooperation between the 
world’s two most powerful nations. 
Soyuz landed in the barren steppes of 
Soviet Kazakhstan, stirring up a giant 
cloud of dust as its braking rockets 
ignited just before touchdown. The 
landing and swift recovery 
were 
televised live around the world, 
another first for the Soviets, who 
removed much of the secrecy from 
their space program for this mission. 
The cosmonauts were flown to the 
nearby Baikonur Cosmodrome, their 
launching base, where Kubasov 
reported, “ We feel fine.” Leonov said, 
“ It is very fortunate to be sent into 
space, but it’s more fortunate to return 
home, to earth.” 
News conferences are planned by 
both crews — the astronauts from orbit 
Wednesday and the cosmonauts 
Thursday in Moscow.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A public 
employes’ union has asked the 10th 
District Court of Appeals to end the 
dispute over the layoffs of 575 state 
workers. 
The American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes 
(AFSCME) asked the court Monday to 
bar an appeal by the state from a 
ruling that the layoffs were void. 
“ These people have been laid off for 
several weeks now,” 
said Ted 
Clemans, AFSCME state coordinator. 
“ We want to get them back to work. 
They’ve already won their case once.” 
The legal action deals with layoffs 
by the Ohio Department of Trans­ 
portation in early April. 
The state Personnel Board of 
Review ruled the layoffs were illegal, 
and ordered the 575 employes rein­ 
stated. 
But the state appealed that ruling to 
the Franklin County Court of Common 
Pleas, and Judge George E. Tyack 
issued a stay of the board’s order 
pending the outcome of the appeal. 
Clemans said the state does not have 
the legal authority to appeal from the 
board’s ruling. 
The AFSCME suit asks the appellate 
court to void the state’s appeal and 
vacate Tyack’s order.

Right To Privacy 


CIJSVELAND, Ohio (A P) - The 
1984 Committee’s survey of public 
attitudes on the right to privacy may 
have found more concern than en­ 
visioned. 


Besides finding strong opposition to 
surreptitious wiretapping, secret use 
of medical records and remote camera 
surveillance in the home, the local 
American Civil liberties Union panel 
also found that most persons refused to 
participate in its random telephone 
survey. 


Rather than indicating lack of in­ 
terest, a spokesman said, the refusal 
may have been evidence of concern for 
protection of their own privacy. 
But the panel also found that among 
the 66 persons who did respond from 
“ several hundred” calls, only 15 per 
cent felt their privacy “ very much” 
threatened by society. 
The pilot survey was intended to find 
out to what extent the public is aware 
of privacy issues and willing to 
comment on them. 
Among the findings: 
—71 per cent 
felt that 
“ mere 
suspicion of some form of criminal 
activity” was insufficient to justify 
wiretapping. 


—61 per cent agreed prisoners have 
the right to refuse to participate in 
psychological experiments. 
—90 per cent opposed using a remote 
camera to check on activity in private 
homes, though attitudes were mixed 
toward using such a camera on the 
streets, as some police departments 
already do in limited cases, and many 
use in apartment and office building 
halls. 
—77 per cent thought the gov­ 
ernment should protect individuals’ 
privacy. 
—78 per cent felt invasion of privacy 
can lead to control of how people 
behave. 
—90 per cent saw an invasion of 
privacy in unauthorized use of medical 
records by an interested party, such as 
an employer or an insurance company. 
—90 per cent felt they have a right to 
inspect their school records and to 
have any error in credit records 
reinvestigated. 
—66 per cent foresaw potential for 
privacy invasion in having records in 
computers, 
especially 
medical 
records. 
—54 per cent considered polygraph 
or so-called lie detector tests of job 
applicants an invasion of privacy.

Sheep Inventory 
Still Dow nw ard 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The U.S. 
sheep inventory, only 50 per cent of 
what it was 15 years ago, is headed for 
another decline and Agriculture De­ 
partment experts say no leveling off is 
in sight. 
As of Jan. 1, there were about 16.5 
million sheep and lambs in the United 
States. The inventory has declined 
steadily since 1960, the last time sheep 
and lamb numbers increased, when it 
was 33.2 million head. 
Another decline is occurring now, 
according 
to 
USDA 
livestock 
economists and statisticians, because 
of a smaller lamb crop this year 
estimated at 9.9 million head. Those 
are down 6 per cent from 1974 and 14 
per cent below the 1973 lamb crop. 
Department experts cite a number 
of reasons for the decline, including 
competition for wool by synthetic 
fibers; difficulties with predators; 
labor scarcity and a switch to cattle 
operations by many former sheep 
producers. 
None of these factors appears to be 
fading quickly, say the experts. Thus, 
it appears that the decline in sheep and 
lamb numbers will continue, although 


there is a possibility of a slowdown if 
wool and lamb demand improves. 


Meanwhile, the current inventory is 
the smallest since USDA began 
counting sheep in 1867 and found 46.3 
million in the country. A peak was 
reached in World War II when the 
inventory rose to 56.2 million. 


Market prices of slaughter lambs 
this spring were at relatively high 
levels, ranging in the range of $46 to 
$48 per 100 pounds on the major 
markets, almost as much as their sea­ 
sonal high last year. 
But cattle and hog prices also were 
up, which helped lamb prices. Now, 
with beef prices beginning to ease 
down, the lamb market also has been 
weakened. 
Per capita consumption of lamb and 
mutton has declined accordingly with 
inventories of live animals over the 
years, dropping from 4.8 pounds in 1960 
to 2.4 pounds in 1974. 
Those compare with U.S. per capita 
consumption of 85.1 pounds of beef in 
1960 and a record of 116.3 pounds in 
1974, based on carcass weights, ac­ 
cording to USDA.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 
While the Soyuz cosmonauts celebrate 
their safe

to earth,

The Soyuz crew returned to earth 
Monday after six days in orbit, two of 
which were flown in tandem with 
Apollo. 
Astronauts Thomas P. Stafford, 
Vance D. Brand and Donald K. Slayton 
are staying up an extra three days, 
taking advantage of their ship’s longer 
orbit capability to obtain scientific 
data. 
Cosmonauts Alexei Leonov and 
Valeri Kubasov came home tired but 
in excellent physical condition after 
completing their phase of the in­ 
ternational flight which could open an 
era of space cooperation between the 
world’s two most powerful nations. 
Soyuz landed in the barren steppes of 
Soviet Kazakhstan, stirring up a giant 
cloud of dust as its braking rockets 
ignited just before touchdown. The 
landing and swift recovery were 
televised live around the world, 
another first for the Soviets, who 
removed much of the secrecy from 
their space program for this mission. 
The cosmonauts were flown to the 
nearby Baikonur Cosmodrome, their 
launching base, where Kubasov 
reported, “We feel fine.” Leonov said, 
“It is very fortunate to be sent into 
space, but it’s more fortunate to return 
home, to earth.” 
News conferences are planned by 
both crews — the astronauts from orbit 
Wednesday and the cosmonauts 
Thursday in Moscow.
